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CLASS HISTORY 


The history of the class of 1953 is so dramatic and colorful it resembles a play-- 
one of those modern plays that so skillfully disregard all the rules of the drama. With 


your kind permission I will review the play called "The Class of 1953" in an absolutely 
unbiased manner. 


This is a play with four acts, with three all too brief intermissions. All the scenes 
take place in the high school building, in corridors, classrooms, auditorium, gym- 
nasium, and assembly. The settings are plain, showing signs of much use. 

Act I has fifty-seven "characters". They arrive in the halls of learning, and their 
timidity and curious mistakes furnish some bright comedy moments. There is rapidly 
rising action and the villian gradually puts in an appearance. He is called Study and is 
of alarming size and porportions. It is evident that he will interfere sadly with the 
enjoyment and leisure of the actors, now known as Freshmen. 

These Freshmen found, however, that they had much talent in music, speech, 
and athletics. 

At the close of the act, tragedy seems imminent, as there is a desperate state of 
affairs--a mental crisis created by another villian, Examinations. But the Freshmen, 
by one last spurt of their tired brains, win. 

After an intermission of twelve weeks the play is resumed. 

Act II shows the same people in the same place, but they are now known as 
Sophomores, owing to an advance in rank. Seven actors did not survive Act I, leaving 
only fifty to carry on. In this act incipient love affairs are noticed, and the costumes 
are much more elaborate, as is also the make-up used. 

Again many of the students excel in the extra-curricula activities, and at the end 
of the act the villian, Examinations, is again conquered, 

Another twelve-week intermission and we are ready to begin Act III. Again the 
same people in the same place--which may make the play sound monotonous to you, 
but I assure you it is not. The actors are now called Juniors. 

The Juniors take special pride in their football, basketball, and track stars, noted 
musicians and vocalists, and those who won much praise in speech. 

In the social spotlight is the Junior Play and the Football Homecoming Dance. 

Another twelve-week intermission, then Act IV arrives at last and is warmly 
received. The actors, now numbering only forty, are so matured, so at ease, so 
changed for the better that they are difficult to recognize. 

The action is more rapid and more complicated in this act. The actors who showed 
promise of being stars in the preceding acts have fulfilled that promise and shine 
brightly. There are stars in football, basketball, track, band, music, and speech. 

In the social spotlight of this act are the Halloween Carnival, Senior Play, and the 
annual trip to Washington, D.C. 

As the act nears its close, white and worried faces are noticed, for this is the final 
struggle. Victory now means freedom from the dreaded Study and Examinations. The 
attack of the Seniors is brave and well organized. The result is apparent- -the Seniors 
emerge victorious. They have finished Study, and about one third of the class becomes 
honor students, 

The play ends in a burst of joy, with flowers, music, and congratulations--in 
short, graduation exercises; and we have the well-known and ever popular happy 
ending. 

I am sure that you will agree that this is a very dramatic history, and that 
neither this great play, not the cast, is likely to be forgotten by the faculty of 


Elkhorn High School for many years to come. It will always be referred to as "That 
Wonderful class of 1953".
